The  article  in  a recent  issue  on  alien  Immer- 
sion by  Evangelist  T.  T.  Martin  was  moderate 
in  tone  and  clear  in  statement.

He 
must  hold  that  or  hold  that  when  Jesus  ordain- 
ed baptism.  He  made  it  somebody**-  duty  to  per- 
form the  act  There  Is  no  middle  ground.  A 
Mormon  elder  was  Immersing  converts  to  his 
faith.  A woman,  converted  In  a Methodist 
meeting,  wanted  to  be  baptized,  not  as  a Mor- 
mon, but  as  a Christian.  The  Mormon  elder 
immersed  her.  Was  that  according  to  the  di- 
vine order?  Another  case:  Last  year  a man 
professed  religion  in  a Baptist  meeting.  He 
wanted  to  be  baptized,  but  did  not  Intend  to 
join  any  church.  The  Baptist  pastor  refused 
to  baptize  him.  He  tried  several  and  was  re- 
fused. Finally  he  Induced  an  avowed  sinner 
to  baptize  him.  Was  that  valid?  Serious 
consideration  -will  convince  us  that  there  must 
be  so  me  order.  — J.  B.  Gambrell,  in  Baptist 
Standard.

TRANSMISSION  OF  BUBONIC 
PLAGUE  BY  FLEAS. 

The  importance  of  the  flea  in  the 
Iransmjsaion  of  bubonic  plague  is 
now  generally  recognixed.  The  Com- 
mission for  the  investigation  of  the 


Plague  In  India  Indicated  as  a re- 
sult of  ita  work  during  1906  and; 
1 907  that  transmission  of  plague 
from  one  animal  to  another  could  1 
readily  be  brought  about  by  fleas;  1 
and  that  only  in  the  presence  of  fleas 
did  an  epixootic  among  raU  or  guinea 
pigs  ensue.  Close  contact  with  in-) 
fected  animals,  including  the  devour-  j 
Ing  of  Infected  carcasses,  was  occas- 
ionally followed  by  a case  of  plague,  i 
but  no  spread  of  the  disease  occur- 
red. Animals  allowed  to  remain  In 
animal-houses  in  which  plague  had 
occurred  and  in  plague-infected  na- ; 
tive  quarters  became  Infected;  but  no  I 
infection  resulted,  according  to  the 
Journal  of  the  American  Medical  As- 
sociation.
